Dur ing the past fe w weeks, especially 
since the ar r est and detention of W alte r 
N ew m an at Chicago on a char ge of the 
theft of the automobile of W ald o W h eeler 
last June, auto thefts in Sedalia have been 
f e w in contr ast to a car being stolen al­ 
most nightly for a time. 
The belief str ongly exists that one, or 
possibly two, automobile theft r ings wer e 
oper ating in Sedalia and so bold and dar ­ 
ing did thieves become that automobiles 
left par ked most an yw her e on the pr in­ 
cipal business str eets w er e w h izzed a w a y 
sometimes to be found no mor e, while the 
gr eater por tion of them w er e taken to 
some r ur al r oadside, str ipped and then 
bur ned. 
Var ious agencies dur ing the past sev­ 
er al w eeks have been endeavor ing to put 
a check on auto thiever y and effor ts to 
that end coupled with the ar r est of N e w ­ 
man ar e believed to have put at least a 
tem p or ar y cur b on the indiscr iminate ta k ­ 
ing of car s. 
F or a con.sider able time own­ 
er s of automobiles visiting theater s after 
the shows w ould 
leave 
the playhouses 
often to find no conveyance aw aiting them 
in which to pr oceed home. 
Car s wer e 
taken fr om near chur ches and even fr om 
dir ectly in fr ont of the homes, or places 
of business of the owner s, while but ver y 
f e w w er e stolen out of gar ages as it was 
much easier for the thieves to mer ely step 
in a p ar k ed car , spin a w a y and out into 
the r emote sections of the subur bs, 
or 
countr yside and ther e r emove tir es and 
accessor ies for w hich ther e evidently is 
a r eady m ar ket thr ough connections with 
the supposed r ing. 
Insur ance agencies have been called on 
time after time to p a y losses thus incur r ed 
and so fla g r an t has been the oper ations 
th a t some companies have r efused to car ­ 
r y r isks by insur ing automobiles against 
theft. 
The Autom obile Club of Missour i, insur ­ 
ance inter ests and other s have r eached a 
deter mination to 
br eak 
up 
or ganized 
thefts of car s and that the effor ts being 
put for th is. having a salutator y effect is 
evidenced by- the slowing down in same. 
In stam ping out the theft of car s all 
officer s of the county and 
city should 
join whole-hear tedly and in fullest m eas­ 
ur e com ply with their swor n duty. 
Pr ison ter ms for those r esponsible for 
c a r thiever y m ay not pr event a car being 
stolen occasionally, as capital punishment 
fo r m ur der does not pr event slayings once 
in a while, but it will put a stop to the 
r eg u la r ity in which the thieves have plun­ 
der ed and pillaged dur ing m any months. 
B r in g the culpr its to the bar of justice 
and then administer such punishment as 
will quell all desir e of those who m ay be 
in any w a y connected with the thefts for 
fu tu r e activities.

Apples and Apple Desserts 


Since the first mention 
of the 
troublesome fruit of Eden, apples 
have figured frequently in the liter­ 
ature of many countries.

UP TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Up until the failure o f the New Yo rk 
co nference it was easy fo r the go vern­ 
m ent to m aintain a hands-o ff po licy re ­ 
g ardin g the anthracite strike. 
Mr. Co o l- 
idge m ay be able to co ntinue this po licy, 
but th ere no w 
are 
indicatio ns that its 
m aintenance will no t be as easy as here- 
fo re. 
Until the failure at New Yo rk there 
really h ad been no o ccasio n to press the 
go vernm ent fo r actio n. 
W hile much o f 
the time had been spent by the miners 
and o perato rs 
in 
“statem ent 
battles,” 
so m ething lo o king to a definite mo ve to 
end the strike had practically always been 
pending since the walk-o ut o n Septem ber 
1. 
All alo ng there had been reaso n to 
believe th a t the 
miners 
and 
o perato rs 
wo uld eventually 
get 
to gether 
witho ut 
o utside help. 
But the unsuccessful ending o f the New 
Yo rk m eeting o f co urse w eakened the 
co nfidence o f the public in the ability o f 
the co al men to so lve the pro blem th em ­ 
selves. 
And Senato r C o peland’s reso lu­ 
tio n o f S aturday asking th at the president 
be em po w ered to seize and o perate the 
mines is a n atural sequence. 
But the o p­ 
po sitio n to this plan rests upo n go o d and 
so und reaso ns. 
Federal o peratio n sho uld 
be the last reso rt. Theo retically it is faulty 
and it wo uld invo lve m any imm ediate dif­ 
ficulties. 
It is still to be ho ped th at this 
Avill no t be necessary- 
Yet it do es seem th a t everything else 
h as failed and th a t go vernm ent actio n 
o f so me so rt will be necessary. 
If a law 
is needed to em po w er Mr. Co o lidge to act 
in such an em ergency Senato r C o peland’s 
pro po sal sho uld be co nsidered serio usly. 
A nd it sho uld no t be co nsidered entirely 
in the light o f the present situatio n. 
It 
this h ad no t been a perio d o f pro sperity 
th e m atter wo uld have been in co ngress 
lo ng befo re no w. 
But with m any co nsum­ 
ers mo ney has been 
plentiful, 
plentiful 
eno ugh to allo w them to pay the high 
prices fo r anthracite and to acquire the 
vario us 
substitutes 
being 
used 
in 
the 
no rth. 
This has created to lerance. O ther­ 
wise there m ight have been desperatio n 
am o ng the co nsumers th a t wo uld have im­ 
pelled the go vernm ent to act. 
But there 
will be o ther strikes and at times po ssibly 
w hen so m any canno t get alo ng as well as 
th ey have during this o ne. 
T h at is why 
th ere sho uld be, if it really is necessary, 
a law autho rizing the president to act. 
Even this strike, no w in its sixth mo nth, 
seems capable o f lasting lo ng eno ugh to 
pro duce desperatio n sufficient to impel 
actio n.

Crime in the United States, its cause, 
gro w th and po ssible cure, are co nsidered 
b\’ T heo do re E. Burto n, m em ber o f the 
ho use o f representatives fro m Ohio . R ep­ 
resentative Burto n secs the recent wave 
o f lawlessness as perhaps the fo remo st 
questio n no w facing the peo ple o f the 
U nited States. 
The natio nal increase in 
crime, he writes, “ has beco me a dan g er­ 
o us tendency, which requires immediate 
:i>id eaip.est attentio n.” 
Figures are quo t­ 
ed by the w iiter illustrative o f the gen­ 
eral iawlessness. Ho micides in the United 
SiaiQS to diiy average 11,000 a year. The 
ho micide ratio o f the co untry per 100,000 
po ])ulatio n, 
betw een 
1911-21 
was 7 2. 
“ This 
sho w ing,” 
Representative 
Burto n 
co mmends, “ is hum iliating in the extreme, 
a.-) it puts th.e United States in the fo re- 
fi'o nt o f all natio ns v.dih respect to ho mi- 
cide.s.” 
The w riter tabulates the ho mi­ 
cide ratio o f o ther co untries. 
His rating 
sho ws Italy to be the seco nd o ffender, her 


ratio o f ho micides being 3.6 per 100,000 
po pulatio n. 
Representative Burto n finds the evil to 
be traceable to three 
prim ary 
causes: 
First, the “suprem e regard fo r the pro tec­ 
tio n o f the individual, which is secured by 
the State and federal co nstitutio ns, and 
the average American is averse to harsh ­ 
ness to w ard any o n e ;” seco nd, “ a very 
o bvio us laxity in o ur criminal pro cedure,” 
and, third, “ a maudlin 
sentiment 
which 
so metimes besto ws undeserved sympathy 
o n criminals o f the deepest dye.” 
R epre­ 
sentative Burto n co ncludes with a ho pe 
that “ public o pinio n and an aw akened 
co nscience will pro ve sufficient to co pe 
with and destro y this evil.”
